Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The use of "or" is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaily disciosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

Claims 26-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DeLorme et al. in view of Hartman et al. and Yourick. 

DeLorme et al. disclose a method for providing a service for travelers to acquire 
items at the traveler's destination comprising the steps of: receiving a request from a 
traveler for obtaining at least one item at a location indicative of a destination location of 
the traveler (205), the request including travel data comprising the traveler's destination 
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(111 Fig 1a), and item data comprising data indicative of items being requested (111, 
Fig.lA); and accessing and querying the personal data, preference data and history 
data (col. 37, lines 3-66; col. 35 lines 9-60). 

However, De Lorme does not teach the steps of: querying a supplier database 
for items available for provision at the desired destination. However, Hartman does 
teach arranging for a supplier who will have an item available at the destination point; 
finding a shipper who will ship to a given destination and using the shipper to effect 
shipping. Thus, because Hartman allows for shipping at any desired location it is read 
as answering the limitation of providing items available for provision at the desired 
destination. 

Also there is no disclosure of generating a list of items from either of a general 
list at the destination or those from a preference list. However, Yourick does disclose 
such a two tier product presentation system. It would be obvious to modify DeLorme et 
al to provide the user with a selection of products which are either based upon his 
preferences or selected from items of a more general selection as this will given him a 
better feeling of control over his selection process. 
Re Claim: 27 plural destinations is merely a duplication issues. 
Re Claim: 29,30 note Yourick discloses personal attributes 

Re Claim: 36 DeLorme discloses inputting data determining when a destination is to be 
arrived at. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
